South Is Getting Richer. 

“The south, until the last decade, 
had a dreadfully hard time to support 
tie government of her states without 
education, but now the south is get- 
‘ing richer. I am delighted to have 
v-cent cotton, whether it be. high or 
10t, because it means the prosperity 
x’ the south, the development of her 
‘ducational system, and the working 
out of the most difficult problem ever 
presented to a peop}e.”

Life-Saving Crew Does

Cape Charles City, Va., February 18. 
The British sailing ship Norwood, 
bound from Buenos Ayres for Boston, 
was blown ashore on Ship Shoal 
Lumps during the night and, after a 
hard battie with heavy seas, her crew 
of eleven men were saved by Captain 
John R. Andrew and life-saving 
crew of the Cobb Island life-saving 
station. 

Distress signals were observed dur- 
ing the night by the beach patrol and 
by daylight the lifesavers were on 
their way to the assistance of the 
crew. <A terrific sea was on. and the 
wind was blowing a whole .gale, but 
the life-savings succeeded ‘n reaciiing 
the stranded Norwool and. rescuing 
her crew. Great difficulty was expe- 
rienced by the lifesavers in their work. 

The Norwood, commanded by Cap- 
tain Howe, sailed from Buenos Ayres 
November 1, bound to Boston. She 
put in at Barbadoes December 11, ang 
sailed again four days later. She en-

@ismasted, haying been spoken in that

The vessel lies in a dangerous po- 
sition. and may become a total loss.

BOSS SHOT DOWN 
AT CHERRY MINE 


While Siveianided by 
Widows and Orphans. 


Because He Was Refused Job, 
Miner Shoots Boss Who Was 
Superintending Removal of 
Bodies of Victims of the Fatal 
Fire of November 13. 


Cherry, Ill. February 18.—An_ at- 
tempt to assassinate one of the St. 
Paul Coal Company's bosses added to 
the tragedy of Cherry mine’s disaster 
today. 

A dismissed employee, stepping up 
behind Charles Atherton, known as the 
top boss, whipped out a revolver and 
crying “to pay you back,” fired three 
shots. -Atherton fell, probably fatally 
wounded. 

The shooting, occurred in.the midst 
qf the work of recovering the 177? 
bodies which have. been entombed in 
the mine since the fatal fire of Novem- 
ber 13. Eleven bodies had been, brought 
up. 


Working to Get Bodies Out. 

Atherton was standing at his. post 
at the mouth:of the. shaft, and was 
working heroically to get the ‘bodies 
out. About him-stood a circle of wid- 
ows and orphans, all eager to learn 
whether the next lift of the hoist. was 
bringing up their dead. 

Suddenly the shots were fired in rapid 
suecession, and a man dashed wildly 
from the crowd. In the confusion few 
knew what had happened. 

W. W. Taylor, of Chicago, general 
superintendent of the St. Paul Coal 
Company's mines, had just gone down 
the shaft. His name was whispered 
about. But a moment later Atherton 
was found lying on the ground. 

Already a hundred enraged miners, 
headed by Sheriff Skeglund, tore down 
the railroad tracks after the would-be 
assassin, while the crowd. behind 
shouted “lynch him; shoot him.”

‘CRAIN MEN FIGHT 


FOR CALHANLES 


System of Hedging De-| 
fended by Messmore. 


Washington, February 18.—A touch 
of politics was injected into today’s 
hearing before the house committee on 
agriculture, when representatives of 
the grain marts of the country were 
presenting the opposition to the pend- 
ing bills to abolish trading in futures 
on the exchanges and boards of trade. 
Former President Fitch, of the Chicago 
board of trade, insisted that the grain 
producer is the “best fixed” of any one 
party to the whole question of grain 
transactions, and that. the burden of 
risk and loss had not been on the pro- 
ducer at any time during the past 
twenty years. “I say,” he added, “the 
producer is the best fixed at the pres- 
ent time, because money is rolling into 


the land’’— 
“We Won't Go Iato That.” 

“We won't go into that,” interjected 
Chairman Scott, with a smile, and he 
rapped for order as the crowd laughed. 

“In what way would you be obliged 
to readjust your business in case fu- 
ture transactions were abolished?” 
asked the chairman. . 

“There would be chaos in business 
circles of the country, in every busi- 
ness pertaining to grain—absolute 
chaos,” repliéd Mr. Fitch. “If the 
Seott bill became a law it would dis- 
turb something that has taken sixty 
years to get it where it is. I would 
have to do business on a wider margin 
—-[ would have to reconstruct every 
financial interest I've got in the west. 
The chaos would stretch all the way 
from the farmer to the exporter.” 

Mr. Fitch prophesied that the day 
soon would come when the grain in- 
terests will be in Washington to argue 
that unless congress wants the coun- 
try to go hungry, it will have to “take 
that duty off Canadian wheat.” 

Defends Hedging System. 

John L. Messmore, of St. Louis, de- 
fended the hedging system. He said 
the trading in futures as a hedge 
against off-grades, such as those in- 
ferior to No. 2, is a very large part of 
the business in the aggregate; that this 
large portion of the business could not 
be transacted if the Scott bill were 
enacted. Explaining this, he said it 
was because one could not then deliver 
No. 4 and No. 3 wheat on contract, one 
of which would be a hedge against tie 
other to maintain parity. The full list 
of cities represented includes Chicago, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, Min- 
neapolis, Duluth, Milwaukee, Tole- 
do, Buffalo, New York, Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore. The spokesmen 
discussed the function of the exchange, 
hedging operations, bucket-shops and 
their discountenancing by the ex- 
changes, and the speculator and specu- 
lation on ‘change.

conspiracy in restraint of trade. as the 
court instructed the jury it might find 
in- hts charge. 

Will Cover Every Detail. 

For: more than a fortnight the Hud- 
son’ county grand jury has been inves- 
tigating not only the preseryation of 
fcodstuffs, but the alleged affiliations 
of the railroads and the western pack- 
ers with cold-storage houses in Jersey 
City. Any indictment found, Mr. Gat- 
ven said tonight, would be broad 
enough to cover every detail of the 
case in which he thought the chance of 
a conviction possible. In his betiéf the 
best proof of a conspiracy to restrain 
trade lay in the minutes of the Na- 
tional Packing Company, which he had 
in his posséssion- and which had be#n 
to the grand jury. Under a provision 
of New Jersey law, the minutes of cor- 
pcrations chartered by the State are 
always available.

HIS POLICIES WERE DICTATED 
BY HIS LOVE OF COUNTRY

Los Angeles, February 18.—Andrew 
Carnegie passed through Los Angeles 
from the east today on his way to 
Santa” Barbara. Accompanying the 
Philanthropist were his wife, his 
daughter, Margaret, and Charles R. 
Taylor, of Pittsburg. Mr. Carnegie 
talked with a representative of the 
Associated Press on .political condi- 
tions, on the high cost of oe and on 
trusts. 

“Roosevelt is one of the great men 
in the world,” he said. “I admire him 
intensely. I am going to London to 
meet him on May 15 want to. be 
among the first to clasp his hand on 
his return from Africa. 

Roosevelt Without Guile. 

“Roosavelt is not only a statesman 
of rare wisdom, but he ts absolutely 
withont guile. His policies were. dic- 
tated: by’ an unselfish love of country 
and by the nation’s needs. Present 
conditions in this country testify to 
his foresight.” . 

Mr. Carnegie commended the former 
president's attitude toward trusts. 

“Taft is following out the Roosevelt 
policies,’ he sald. “Taft is of a dif- 
ferent disposition and does all things 
in a different way. but Roosevelt knew 
when he chose Taft as his succegsor 
that the latter could be relied upon to 
pursue ‘the same political course as 
himself. 

“Taft's policy with relation toa 
court of commerce is correct. If com-

SPRING STREET MUST BE REPAVED. 

The time has arrived for the city: council to take determined hold upon 
the proposal to repave Spring street and make it available for general traffic 
throughout the northern: section of the city. 

Demand of hundreds of citizens for its extension to Peachtree road, and 
regrading where needed, presented yesterday to council’s street committee, 
opens the entire question of the necessity for putting this street in such 
condition as will enable it to relieve the congestion of travel in that direc- 


tion 


to meet the necessities of traffic in the large section it covers. 

But Spring street needs not alone extension to Peachtree road and re- 
grading. 

While this is an important and essential part of the improvement, it 
needs most of all, if it is to perform the required service, TO BE PAVED 
WITH BLOCKS OR ASPHALT OR SOME SUBSTANTIAL SMOOTH MA- 
TERIAL, FROM ITS BEGINNING IN THE HEART OF THE CITY TC ITS 
JUNCTION WITH PEACHTREE ROAD. 

Under the ban and blight of the antiquated and nerve-racking belgian 
block, Spring will never be anything else but a local street; vehicles will 
continue to avoid it except when occasion or necessity takes them there. 

In the meantime traffic keeps growing thicker and heavier on Peach- 
tree street and the road beyond, because Peachtree street is the only well 
paved outlet—a traffic funnel, as it were—from the city’s center between 
the the only available 


Marietta on the one hand and Decatur on other: 


radial artery of traffic within an arc of 180 degrees. 


Is it any wonder that Peachtree street has become congested and is 
growing rapidly more so? 

Everything uses it, from the pony phaeton to the heaviest of trucks haul- 
ing tons of steel. 

And they are going to centinue to use it until there is some other avail- 
able, smoothly paved avenue to divide the traffic. 

There is scarcely a driver but will dodge belgian block where he can, 
as the average citizen would run from a case of smallpox. 


Spring street, paved with wood blocks or asphalt, would divide with

It would become at once one of the most attractive and most used streets

It would possess decided advantage over Peachtree street, because it has 
no car track and probably never will have one, With car lines on the 
streets upon either side of it, there is no occasion tor one on Spring street. 

With these manifest advantages to be derived, there is but one thing 


for council to do—REPAVE SPRING STREET AND OPEN IT AS EARLY 
AS POSSIBLE TO TRAFFIC. 

The work should be arranged for NOW, while the Spring street question 
is pending upon the citizens’ petition.

cemetery and Atlanta’s main residence and pleasure boulevard. 

It will be not alone a misfortune to that section if this burial ground is 
permitted to be located there, but as well a serious civic mistake.

Not only those who own their homes there, and are entitled to protection 
against undesirable institutions, but all who use Peachtree street as a drive- 
way, will, we feel assured, join in earnest protest against it.

THE ORDEAL OF TAFT. 


Like the hypothetical case put scripturally, President Taft has been 
and still is “fighting with wild beasts at Ephesus, speaking politically. 
The original embarrassment of the Roosevelt legacy has never dwindled 


in gravity or ubiquity. With it is now complicated many additional fea- 
tures, growing indirectly out of the persistent personality of Roosevelt as 
well as the personality of Taft himself. 

The president told the Grand Army veterans in Washington the other 
night that all executives save Roosevelt had been heavily “hammered,” and 
that he looked for his forthcoming three years to compensate in progress 
and geniality for the present lack of those qualities. 

Perhaps Mr. Taft is not strictly accurate when he says the Roosevelt 
administration was not vigorously attacked. We seem to remember a suc- 
cession of shrill cries and loud wails from Washington during the entire 
seven years, the main distinction between Taft and Roosevelt being that 
that latter invariably left the field with the scalp of his assailant. 

This much said, it remains that the big Ohioan faces a most troublous, 
bewildering and turbulent situation. The insurgents, Ballingerism, the cost 
of living, Aldrichism, Cannonism and his own ill-advised utterances regard- 
ing the tariff, have fed a spirit of antagonism until few ericans of 
prominence would care to be inhabiting his spacious shoes at this par- 
ticular moment. 

Small wonder that the distinctive “Taft policies,’ most of which are 
simply logical developments of the Roosevelt policies, are hanging fire in 
house and senate. Small wonder that the president feels impelled by the 
sluggishness of the congressional mill to send for leaders of both houses 
and lay down the law regarding quick action. 

‘The recent enterprise of The Chicago Tribune in polling the -epublican 
editors west of the Alleghanies showed an alarming sentiment against Taft 
and a preference for Roosevelt. Editors proverblally have an ear to the 
ground. When they say so freely that a good many thousand people are 
looking askance at the big man in the white house, it is enough to give 
that big man serious pause for reflection. 

In a way, the situation is unprecedented. It holds in solution many 
personal political fortunes; perhaps the fortunes of the now dominant

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BEATING BATTLESHIPS INTO PLOWSHARES. 


Judging from a recent contribution to Leslie’s Weekly, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson would revise the old adage by beating, not swords, but, 
figuratively, the battleships, into plowshares. 

His philosophy is singularly pertinent in view of the lather into which 
the nation is surely working itself regarding the cost of living. 

Trusts continue to tax the ultimate consumer. The tariff, aiding and 
abetting the trusts, does a little second-story work on its own account, 
while steadily upward and onward go the estimates for militarism. 

And here is how the secretary puts it, partially, at least: 


A 40-acre farm of irrigated land will comfortably support a family 
of five, It costs $55,000 to make a 12-inch gun. The money that goe 
to pay for this gun would reclaim 1,571 acres of land, providing home 
for 196 people. When all the guns on the battleships are shot one 
time, the government blows in nolse and smoke $150,000. This would 
reclaim 4,000 acres of land, giving homes to more than 500 farmers 


rp their families. The money consumed in powder ts lost to all fu- 


[t is to be doubted if one patriotic or sensible American questions the 
duty and the wisdom of providing amply for the national defense. 

But are we to gain nothing from our magnificent territorial iselation, 
our up-piled wealth quickly convertible into cash assets? 

Are we to continue to thrust staggering burdens upon the tax-payers 
to carry a tremendous navy, while the farms of the country, WHICH SUP- 
PORT THE NAVY AND EVERY OTHER INDUSTRIAL AND COMMER- 
CIAL FACTOR, are neglected. 

The secretary was addressing himself broadly to the topic of farming 
a8 allied to irrigation. We would go a step further and apply his reason- 
ing to American agriculture in general. 

MORE FEDERAL MONEY SPENT IN AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION, 
IN PARCELS POSTS AND IN OTHER AIDS TO THE FARMER, AND LESS 
MONEY SPENT ON BATTLESHIPS WOULD ASSIST TREMENDOUSLY 
IN SOLVING THE PROBLEM OF THE COST OF LIVING. 

The day rapidly approaches when the American people can no longer 
ignore the elemental question of subsistence. We are making a poor 
preparation for it in our systematic financial neglect of the farmer.

EVENING UP CONTRACTS 
| OVER THE HOLIDAYS 


Cotton Market Had Narrow: 
Early Session, Followed by 
Weakness Later On. 


New York, February 18.—Business in 
today’s cotton market was pretty well 
restricted to the readjustment, or even- 
ing up of commitments for over-the- 
approaching three-day. adjournment; 
with a narrow and irregular early 
session followed by late weakness, un- 
der scattering liquidation and local 
bear pressure. The close was easy 
at a decline of 8@19 points of the day. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 5 points on November, but gen- 
erally 2 to 5 points higher, in response 
to relatively steady Liverpool cables 
and a renewal of yesterday’s late 
covering movement. There was, how- 
ever, no sign of bull support and the 
market soon eased off, under realizing 
by yesterday's early buyers, who 
seemed contented with moderate prof- 
its and selling by some of the brokers 
who’ were credited with liquidating 
contracts for the May long interest 
on the decline earlier in the week. 
After showing a net loss of about 1@3 
points on active months, the market 
steadied on arbitrage buying and a 
demand for May from spot houses, 
while shortly after midday business, 
which had been qutet, became a lit- 
tle more active and prices worked up 
to a net gain of about 1@6 points on 
reports of a better spot demand in 
New Orleans, a few southern buying 
orders and Wall street covering. The 
week-end figures proved disappoint- 
ing. as the into-sight for the week 
Was somewhat larger than anticipat- 
ed, and spinners’ takings fell consid- 
erably under the corresponding week 
last year, and after’their publication 
offerings became heavier with early 
buyers liquidating and local bears 
selling on rumors that a leading spot 
interest was selling May contracts. 
There appeared to be a few buyers in 
the market on the decline, and prices 
closed at the lowest level of the day. 
Later advices from New Orleans fail- 
ed to confirm the claims of a large 
spot business and southern spot mar- 
kets officially reported were un- 
changed to 4c lower. The market 
will be closed on Monday and Tues- 
day of next week.

IREADING RENEWS ITS 
UPWARD MOVEMENT 


Prices of That Stock Nearly 
Reached Record of Last Year. 
Big Transactions. 


New York, February 18.—When the 
energies of the speculation had be- 
gun to show signs of flagging today 
they were revived by the resumption 
of the strong movement in Reading: 
That stock again assumed the leader- 
ship of the market after having rested 
for a day. On enormous: transactions 
the price rose to 172%, only a shade 
more than a point below its record 
price touched in the speculation of 
last year. News bearing on the move- 
ment consisted almost wholly of con- 
jecture as to the source of the buy- 
ing. An obstinate and unwieldy short 
interest was credited with a large part 
of the urgent demand. Foreigners 
were included in the shorts by rea- 
son of purchases of calls on the stock 
made for some time past in the lLon- 
don market. The general lHst was 
slow to réspond to this development 
in Reading and the sympathetic 
strength was not uniform or all-em- 
bracing. Speculative sentiment con- 
tinued to feel the relief of the passing 
of immediate apprehension over the 
anti-aprporation question. A factor 
in this belief was the character of the 
amendments proposed for the bill to 
extend the scope of interstate com- 
mercelaw. These, it was felt, were 
calculated to -altlow latitude to the 
financial exigencies of railroad cor- 
porations. There was much interest In 
the striking movement of the Amert- 
can Tobacco 4 per cent bonds, which. 
moved up in a buoyant manner. No 
authoritative explanation could be had 
of this movement, but the effect on 
stock market. sentiment was to imply 
a feeling of confidence on the part of 
the corporation chiefly concerned -in 
the pending supreme court decision. 
It was pointed out, however, that in 
case of a @issolution of the merger of 
the companies in this combination, the 
redemption of these bonds at par 
might be implied It is a fact, also, 
that large purchases of these bonds 
in the open market have been made 
by the company in times past for 
cancellation. 

Incoming reports of renewed storm 
blockades through the west and 
southwest did not interfere with the 
rise in prices. Special interest at- 
tached to a report of a larg*s, reduc- 
tion in the St. Paul working, ‘ces for 
the purpose of economy to , ‘et the 
heavy cost of operation on tcount 
of bad weather conditions. 4 ‘ports 
of an intended entry of the Vanderbilt 
connection into Baltimore through the, 
Western Maryland and of Chesapeake 
and Ohio designs towards Hocking 
Valley had their effect on the special 
stocks involved. 

Preliminary estimates of the week’s 
currency movement indicated a large 
gain in cash by the banks, in spite 
of the million and a half gold shipped 
to Argentina today. The movement 
of gold from London to Paris aroused 
the interest of New York bankers as 
an indication that Paris is calling 
home credits fromthe London mar- 
ket. This is in accordance with ex- 
pectation in view of the work of re- 
habilitation of flood losses in the 
French capital which has to be financ- 
ed. There was a rise in the private 
discount rate in Berlin, also showing 
that the gain in strength of the Im- 
perial Bank of Germany has removed 
resources from the open money mafr- 
ket there. The present ease of the 
London money "market is felt to owe 
something to the pause in employment 
of resources to see the political horizon 
cleared. Profit-taking sales made 
some impressions on the market at the 
advances and accounted for irregular 
tone at the closing. 

Bonds were irregular. Total 
par value, $4,330,000. United 
bonds were unchanged on call.
